creaſe of Trade and Manufactures will be ſo extraordinary, that the Na- 
tional Receipts in Money, reſulting from it, will enable a frugal managing 
Miniſtry. to reduce the Public Debt in ſome long Time; but in the pre- 
ſent State it appears neceſſary to call in all the Aſſiſtance that can prudent- 
Iy be had, to reduce the Debt haſtily ; as by that only the preſent Taxes 
can be abated, and the Subjects 4 from the Load that will be heavy 
too many Years. | | | 


Ir is evident that Commerce is the Strength, Support, and Grandeur, 
of the Britiſh Empire, and muſt be nouriſhed as a tender Plant, or it 
will fade and die. Former Arguments have been of ill Tendency, ſtiring 
up the Landed againſt the Trading Intereſt ; but Experience ſhews that 
there is a mutual and inſeparable Connection in both to the weil-being of 
any commercial Nation. As this is really the Caſe, let us lee if any, 
and what Methods can be purſued to ray Money for the Uſe of 
_ Government, conſiſtent with our Laws and Rules, and with Eaſe to all 


the People who have the Happineſs to be Sons and Subjects of Britain; 


who can with Propriety ſay, they are the Children of a Britiſb King, 
whoſe Standard is LIBER TV in full Extent ; whoſe Heart is ſet to main- 
tain His People in the full Enjoyment of it, fo long as they behave with 
becoming Propriety, and ſupport Him, and the eſtabliſhed Religion, as 
faithful and loving obedient Subjects ought to do. 


Dun Political Conſtitution is ſo delicate, that it is difficult ts 
make a Law or Rule, on Money Matters, that will not claſh or interfere 
with the Grants already made, or hurt the Intereſt of ſome Body of Men 
more than others. It never appear'd more particularly than in the laſt 
Year of the late War, when His Majeſty and Miniſters were viſited 
by Numbers who were deeply engaged in public Stocks, and preſſed to 
make Peace, as a new Year of War muſt call for more Money, and ſink 
their Value ; others adviſed extending our Conqueſts, and purſuing the 
War, their Intereſt ariſing from it. Thoſe who aim at Intereſt, without. 
having the true Principle of general Good at Heart, are miſerably attach- 
ed to mean and narrow Views. I fear many ſuch will be found, in this 
Nation ä MP: 


His Majeſty ſaw it prudent and neceſſary to accept Terms of Peace 
when He found it within the Bounds of Moderation and national Honour ; 
ſeeing, and wiſely judging, that continuing the War muſt lead us to the 
Verge of Deſtruction in a Variety of Ways. But ſuch is the Blindneſs of 
many, and the bad Diſpoſition of a great Part of Mankind, that this 
Peace, altho' great in national Intereſt, is treated by many as _ 

| a 
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and injudicious : Theſe are the Men whoſe Hearts are ſet to Miſchief, 
wanting Judgment and every amiable Virtue. I hope Union and Judg- 
ment will ever attend the Rulers of the Land, and truly Britih Meaſures. 
and Frugality be purſued. Then ſhall every honeſt Man rejoice and praiſe 
his Supetiors, and the Almighty Director of them. As ir is one of the 
122 Privileges of a Britiſh Subject to declare his Sentiments on public 

atters, I will offer the following Obſervations, and wiſh they may be of 
Uſe, as intended. | wat 


Our Colonies have been ſupported at a very great Expence, and as 
they are now freed from the French in North America, and may puſh the 
Planting Intereſt wighout Fear, it can be no Burthen to them to pay for 
the Ule of Government 5 per Cent. on the exported Products to the Col- 
lector of the Cuſtoms in the Port where ſhipped, and by him paid unto 
the Governor of the Province or his Subſtitute, and remitted to the 
Plantation-Office, which ſhall be accountable to the Treaſury : This 
Duty to extend to all Colonies in the Feſt Indies, &c. 5 


Suprosk, as by the foregoing Lift, the Value exported is found

ry to have Soldiers, Forts and Garriſons, to ſupport good Order on 
the various great Countries added to. our Dominions; I propoſe that each 
Government ſhall raiſe on Lands, Inhabitants, or otherways as is found 
Prudent, fo much Money as will pay all their own Contingencies, Soldi- 
ers, Sc. as above; and let that Money alſo be paid to the Governor. 
and by him be remitted or uſed as by Order from His Majeſty. This is 
all that ſhould ever be aſked from the Colonies : And I think Ireland can 
| as well bear it, and ought to pay it, as the other: They partake of Secu- 
rity and Commerce and feel little of the Burthen. And now I am come 
ſo near Home as Ireland, I will obſerve, that the Subjects of that Country 
can, by their Laws, bring in and conſume the Products of Portugueze 
and Spaniſh America on a trifling Duty ; whilſt we are not ſuffered to do 
it. This is contrary to true Policy in a national View, as it encourages 
the Labour and Navigation of Aliens, and gives the Jriſb a Liberty that 
no European Nation gives their Subjects. I will give one Inſtance; Ireland 
was ſupply'd with Sugars from Portugal, and may uſe French Prize Sugars, 
paying Three Shillings and Fourpence per 112]þ Cuſtoms. Jreland uſes 
13,000 Tons of Sugar A:aually, at Thirty Pound a Ton, is C. 390,000 
Value: And nearer Home ſtands the [fe of Man: This has been a Ma- 

azine for French Goods all the War; and is alſo filled with India Goods 
rom Sweden, Denmark and Holland, to a great e gel, moſt Part ſmug- 
led by our own Subjects into Great Britain, Ireland and America. Guern- 
ſey, Jerſey, Alderney, and Sark, are near as bad; they are all unnatural 
Children; of great Hurt, and ought to be newly regulated. The /e of

new and general Survey on Lands, for Land Tax, equitable ; and, in 
Order to reduce the national Debt haſtily, ſurely no Perſon who is truly 
a Briton would think it hard to pay. Ten Shillings tor every Hundred Pounds 
they are worth, as a Gift, to be levied by the Juſtices of the Peace. 
Upon Oath the Value ſhould be aſcertained. Each Juſtice of the 
Peace to pay it to the Nord Lieutenant of the County, and he to remit

Every Ship to pay Twenty Shillings for Anchorage, 
and Twenty Shillings to the Governor as his Perquiſite ; and all Merchan- 
dize to pay 1 per Cent. Value fold or barter'd, on Oath, (or Invoice) on 
Penalty of Confiſcation of Ship and Goods : This for the Uſe of the Go- 
vernment, payable to a Collector, who fhall have Twenty Shillings as his 
Fee on every Ship's Maſter, who is to enter his Ship's Name, Sc. before 
any Thing elſe is done, and clear out regularly, and have a Ticket from 
the Collector, which ſhall fignity the Duty's being paid, and what.

For che Officer of the Fort's Trouble and keeping 
a Book of Ship and Maſter's Name and Date, he ſhall have Five Shillings 
aid by the Bearer of the Governor's Ticket. The civil Governor oa the 
ſland may reſide at Reſeau, of any other Part, and carry on the Buſineſs 
of it as a Sugar Colony in the common Way ; but the military One is to 
act in the ſame Capacity as at Grbralter, or at Guadaloupe, and reſide at 
Prince Rupert's Bay. | 


Tur little Iſland named Cariuacou, one of the Grazadillas, has a com- 
modious Port, and fit for a free Port, as it is near New Spain, and may 


draw great Trade from thence, and be entirely under Military Govern- 


ment; and, in War Time, be a terrible Cut on any Enemy, French or 
Spaniard, as our Cruiſers may be off Martinico in a fe Hours, or on the 
Coalt of the Carraccas. The ſeveral other Iſlands of Granadillas have 
9500 Soil, fine Timber Trees, are very healthy, and in all Reſpects fit 
or Cultivation, and ſupporting a Number of People. Coffee, Cotton, 


Cocoa, and Indigo, is produced with few Hands, Theſe Garden Spots 


will be the ſooner viſited on that Account. 


Mobile is ſo ſituated. that a free Port is quite proper. It commands the 
whole Bay of Mexico, and the Havanna. The Natives of thefe Places 
will be very 2 to come and buy our Goods with Money. I am very 
ſure that more Dollars will come to Eugland from thence, by its Com- 


merce, if made Free, than from Cadiz; and Indigo and Cochineal as 


much as we pleaſe. There is a Port a little Eaſtward of the River of 
Mobile called St. Joſeph's; a good Harbour and very fit for ſuch Traffic; 


very Healthy, due Land, and full of Fruit; will produce any Thing. 


From 
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From it, over to St. Auguſtine, by Land, through a delightful Country, 
is about 130 Poſt Miles; all the Woods abounding with Fruit, Roots, 
and Fowls ; Deer, wild Cattle, Hogs and Horſes. Sugar, Tobacco, 


Rice, Wheat, or any. Grain ; Pepper, Ginger, Indigo, almoſt any Thing, 
may be produced at Mobile and Florida inward ; but on the Sea Coaſt it 
is, as in moſt Parts, Sandy and Hot in many Places; but in common the 


Woods very fine, and uſeful Timber for _ or Houſe building. If it 


is found expedient to make theſe three free Ports, I am of Opinion that 
Britain will receive more Benefit in the Commerce cauſed by them, than 
from all the Produce of our new Acquiſitions, and hurt Fraxce and Spain 
as much by it as if we were at War; as it will hinder their Goods from 
going in a direct Way to pay the Indulto of Spain, and Cuſtoms of the 
French : Under the above and many other Circumſtances which may be 


offered, I hope our Miniſtry will take the Matter into ſerious Conſidera- 
tion; and it I can be of Uſe, it will give me great Pleaſure. |

Tur Neutral Iſlands may nom be a public Benefit, as they are the Pro- 
perty.of the Crown. The Inhabitants of them are the Outgoings of many 
Nations, fled from Juſtice, or Poverty: They have no Right to Poſleſſi- 


on. The Negroe Inhabitants of St. Vincent are gathered together from 


other Iſles, and it has been an Aſſylum for ſuch many Years. 


Tur Indians on Dominico are about 3,000 : They are the Remains of 
the Antient Carribeens, and may be a uſeful People to hire, or may be 
allowed to abide on the hilly or mountainous Parts, which is very good 


Land. All the other Parts may be for our public Uſe. And in order 


to public Benefit, I will propoſe. that the Crown ſhall nn Com- 
miſſioners, and give them full Power to ſell theſe Lands to ſuch as chooſe 
to buy: That they ſhall be ſix in Number, Two of which ſhall reſide in 
England, and have an Office for keeping all Accounts, Plans, Maps and 
Records, as may be neceſſary, until all de diſpoſed of. The other Four 
ſhall be ſent over, and get Plans, and Drafts, or Maps, of Dominico, St. 
Vincent, Begue, and Tobago, and ſuch Parts (if any) on Granada or Gra-

All theſe Iſlands and Lands to be parcelled out at 200 Acres per 
Lot, and fold for ever, at ſuch Rates as Commiſſioners can, for the Be- 
nefit of the Public ; the Value of the Purchaſe to be paid by a Bill of 
Exchange on London, or in Money : All to be remitted to the Neu-

The Whole may ſell for Twenty Shillings per Statute Acre; or if the Crown 
chooſes to have it on a quit Rent of One Shilling per Acre per Annum, it 
may be had for all that is fit for planting Sugar Canes.

Montreal is in a good Country, and may be of a little 
Uſe for Indian Trade, which may be ſent to Albany, and thence to New 
York ;, but this can be of little Uſe, as the Indians would carry their 
Trade to Albany, and ſell Furrs and Skins on the ſame Terms there as at 
Montreal. It may be ſaid that it is Pity the Lands that.are cultivated,

From Niagara Eaſtward to the Falls or Top of the grand River of 
Patotomach in Virginia, is but 200 Miles, on a good Road to carry Furrs 
| and Skins, Cc. Where a fafe Navigation leads down to the Capes of 


Tux Land in the Neighbourhood of the River Ohio, (in Latitude 37 
and 38) is known to be as fine as any in the World. Fort du Queſne or 
Pitts Bourg, 1s near that River, and is a Cover for our back Settlements 
of Virginia. A ſmall Garriſon kept there would cauſe all the circumja- 
cent Countries to be inhabited, and a large Town ſoon grow by Indian 
Trade, Tobacco, Indigo, Sc. and draw Commerce py the upper 
Parts of the Mii/ippi. Theſe two Garriſons and Inhabitants co-op 
would in Time make all Indian Nations Weſtward of the Lakes uſeful, 
and by Trade friendly.

Long, very long, may the Nation be bleſſed with Peace : That 
the People may find their Happineſs in ſupporting the King, His Family, 
and Friends; and that His Majeſty: may enjoy perfect Health and a tran- 
quil Mind, each Man being in Emulation with his Neighbour to obey 


the King's Will; whilſt He reflecteth on them all tender Regard due to 
ſuch Subjects. EY 


Unver this Rule ſhall the Nation rejoice and be ſafe, praiſing the 
Mildneſs and Rectitude of wiſe Government, and a ſuitable Syſtem of 
Religion, eſtabliſhed for the Well-being of Man in the preſent State, and 
for the perfect Felicity of his Soul to Eternity. In the Midſt of ſo much 
| Rectitude, the Subjects of other Nations will ſay, What is- the Cauſe of 
ſuch a Variety of Forms of religious Worſhip in England, whilſt the Peo- 
ple are loud in praiſing that tolerated by the public Law? It may be an- 
ſwered, Where LI BERT and all her Children dwell, the unſtable Mind 
of Man leads to Variety Ignorance, Pride, Enthuſiaſm, Wantonneſs, 
and their Attendants, prompt the unſteady to ſet up Forms, as imperti- 
nently as the Minds of their Adherents are weak ; and yet all this Variety 
does not remove their Hearts from Loyalty : May we not then call them 
Excreſcences of the Stock of LIBERTY, hanging at the extream End of 
her Branches, in Subſtance like a Blade of Graſs changing its Situation on 
the leaſt Current of Air paſſing by it! The King has agreed with neigh- 
bouring Nations to be at Peace; the Lords, and Houle of Repreſenta- 
tives of the People, applaud it: Yet there are Numbers of Men diſſatisfi- 
ed, tho” they are good Subjects, as their little Views and Intereſt are hurt 
by this general Plan. This alſo muſt be the Caſe in the Land of Liszr- 
TY, and is Part of the Duſt raiſed by ſuch great Events, which by Degrees 
ſubſide, when the golden Body of a glorious Peace ſhines with becoming, 
Luſtre, and ſhews the Wiſdom of the Maker of it. 


I am ſo great an Advocate for LI SER T, that I ſhall only beg it as a 
Favour of all my Friends and Countrymen to join the eſtabliſhed Church, 
as I do not know a better, altho* I know all in Europe and Aa. But 
if the Papiſts, (alias Roman Catholicks) Proteſtant Diſſenters, or Deiſts, 
in this Land, will keep in their own Way, (as it is difficult to break 
down the Prejudices of early Education) I hope they will be Friends- 
to themfelves in being good Subjects, and exerting every Faculty to 
ſupport the preſent Government, as every Man mutt confeſs his Safety 
depends upon it.. 


Vorumes may be wrote on ſo pleaſing a Subject as LIBERTY and 
Trade, but I will conclude, wiſhing every Good to the Inhabitants of 
this Kingdom; hoping the Amighty Ruler of. the Univerſe will di- 
rect and keep them in Brotherly Love, ſtriving at all Times to ex- 
cell ia Works of Humanity, and all other amiable Virtues, as I am 
their Friend without Reſerve |
